St. Paul had tried to talk 
down to the people and in terms of 
the day endeavored to impress on 
them spiritual things, as preachers of 
the present day do, but after all, 
when he came to Corinth, he found 
that the best way to tell people of 
Salvation was to give them the story- 
of “Christ Crucified.” Life all through 
was symbolical of the Cross, and the 
Lenten period should impress this 
more forcibly on us. There was the 
ambition in us all to strive for higher 
and better things, and at the same 
time there were influences trying to 
drag us down. Men felt they would' 
like to open out and be of service 
and yet conflicting emotions of sel¬ 
fishness arise in their hearts.

Lindbergh Finds Airplane Beat Way 
To Get Around 

When Col. Lindbergh set out in the 
first week In February In a flight to 
Inaugurate the air mall service be¬ 
tween Florida and the Canal Zone, 
he was asked how long It had been 
since he had travelled In a railroad 
train. 

‘‘More than a year and a half—be¬ 
fore I flew to Paris," he replied. 

Since he learned to fly. Col. Lind- 
berg, up to the time of the Florlda- 
Panama flight, had covered 270,000 
miles in flight. This distance Is 
equal to about" eleven times the cir¬ 
cumference of the earth. The time 
he had spent In the air totaled 3,030 
hours, or about four months off the 
ground. In 1928 he was 800 hours In 
the air, or more than thfrty-three 
days. In this time his flights total¬ 
ed 65,000 miles. 

‘‘I wouldn’t have time to go so 
many places if I didn’t fly," he said.

Power wielded wisely will increase, but exercised unwisely and auto¬ 
cratically it will destroy itself. This is just as true in the case of indi¬ 
viduals, corporations and associations as it is in the case of rulers, govern¬ 
ments and countries. Ft is especially true of monopolies of all kinds, and 
it is because monopolies have and do make use of their-power unfairly aha 
selfishly that there has developed such a large body of public opinion favor¬ 
able to the principle ,v puoiic ownership and operation of all services which 
In their very nature must be monopolistic, as, for example, railways, tele¬ 
phones, electric power systems. 

In the early days of Western Canada the C.P.R. enjoyed a monopoly 
In transportation. It was raiher autocratic; perhaps in those days it had to 
be, but its management was wise and far-seeing, and, in later years, using j 
-its great power for the good of the country, it has grown still more power- 
powerful and successful, and, at the same time, stronger in tne esteem ana 
goodwill of-the [ eople. 

The organized grain trade of Canada wielded great power, but, not j 
being so amenable to public opinion, it has lost much of its power. It is 
Still inclined to be selfish and in that fact lies its danger, because it cannot 
be denied that it is losing instead of gaining in public favor, with the in¬ 
evitable result that year by year it is being hedged about with greater re¬ 
strictions and a larger measure of public control. 

The same danger confronts the great banking Institutions of the coun¬ 
try, and the people are becoming increasingly restive under the steady 
absorption of small banks by the larger ones. The banks may, for the | weakness

Toronto.—The Toronto Star pub¬ 
lishes the following special dispatch 
from Ottawa: 

A statement published In the Lon¬ 
don Daily News to the effect that 
the British Government is training 
miners to cultivate a seventy mil¬ 
lion acre tract in the Peace Riv< 
country lifts the veil from one ol 
the most ambitious colonization and 
development programs yet visualized 
for Canada. 

Officially the Canadian government 
has no direct responsibility for the] 
scheme. For the past three years 
or more financial interests of inter¬ 
national prominence have been deal¬ 
ing with details of a project which 
embodies not only agricultural de¬ 
velopment of more than 70,000,0001 
acres in northern Alberta and the 
northwest territory immediately 
the north of the Peace River, but 
takes into account exploitation 
natural resources, oil, minerals, tim¬ 
ber, water and power, etc., on a scale | 
unprecedented. 

It was known that the general 
colonization plan had been placed 
before the governments of several 
countries, ‘but the declaration that 
the British Government has actual¬ 
ly started prospective settlers upon 
a course to prepare them for com¬ 
ing to the area .suggests that the 
general proposition has advanced 
further than was believed. Britain] 
and Scandinavia are the sources 
from which it is hoped to derive-the 
major settlement. 

The general plan includes rail¬ 
ways, highways and the extension of] 
Alberta boundaries to bring in the 
territory for some 100 miles north 
of Peace River.

Toronto.—Effectual treatment 
cancer In Toronto, other than by 
surgery, Is materially retarded 
the small supply of radium available, 
declared Dr. Herbert A. Bruce, pro¬ 
fessor of clinical surgery, University 
of Toronto, in the course of a paper 
delivered before members of the 
Academy of Medicine. 

Toronto’s whole supply of radium, 
the speaker said, consisted of the ] 
small amount of one-half gram, 
about $25,000 worth.

Grading Of Beef 


Ottawa, Ont.—The governor-gen* 
eral-in-council has approved regula¬ 
tions governing the voluntary grad¬ 
ing of beef offered for sale in Can¬ 
ada. Hon. W. R. Motherwell, minis¬ 
ter of agriculture, announces that 
the regulations will shortly be put 
Into effect and graders appointed. 

The regulations provide that 
brands shall not be applied to beef 
unless slaughtered in inspected abat¬ 
toirs, and bearing the meat ins pec- 
stamp “Canada Approved." All 
brands must be registered with ths 
minister of agriculture and before 
these brands are approved, an In¬ 
spection will be made of the grading 
of beef at the establishments where 
the brands are to be used. 

Failure to comply with the provis¬ 
ions of the regulations by any estab¬ 
lishment in selling branded beef may 
result in the minister withdrawing 
tne right for such estanlishments to 
use brands. When • retailer, through 
bis practice in storing, displaying or 
selling may be reducing the eating 
quality of the beef, provision is made 
in the regulations for the mlnlstsr 
to notify establishments supplying 
the beef to stop selling to that par- 
ticular retailer.

tal in force approximately 9 per cent. 
Against these percentages let me 
place the figures of the Sun Life:
